Five of 
these were in Quebec and five in 
Ontario. ; 

The domestic requirements for 
the principal products of the wood 
distillation industry are well sup- 
plied by Canadian plants. One 
corporation with 6 plants in On- 
tario and 5 in Quebec, all eleven 
of which are not now in operation, 
virtually controls the hardwood 
distillation industry in the Domin- 
ion. 

The principal products of this in- 
dustry in 1925 were charcoal, sev- 
eral grades of methané6l, acetate of 
lime, formaldehyde and acetic acid. 
The following ,statement shows the 
quantity and value of the products 
of this industry in 1924 and 1925: 

Canadian market. prices’ of 
acetic acid have increased con- 
siderably during the past 16 
months, while those of methanol 
have declined. The prices. of 
acetic acid were advanced by 12% 
cents per cwt. on the 28% produce, 
and by 50 cents per cwt. on the 
80% product early in December. 
Since then the demand has .im- 
proved steadily and quotations 
have been firm.

Germany’s Share Under Restricted Regulation by Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry—Imports of Artificial Fertilizer During 1926—Japan’s 
Domestic Production of Fertiiizer—Super-phosphorite Lime in 1926 


(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Tokyo, Feb. 24—Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry carried out 
the restriction of import dyes from 
Germany in July, 1925, to protect 
and develop the dyeing industry in 
Japan. For such dyes as cannot 
be manufactured here, exception is 
made. An application for permis- 
sion must be filed with the Ministry 
whenever foreign products are im- 
ported. Doitsu Senryo Gomei Kai- 
sha is the sole agent in Japan for 
Badische Aniline and Soda Fabrik 
and imports a fair amount. For a 
year from October, 1925, to Sep- 
tember, 1926, the licensed imports 
into Japan totaled 2,830,953 kilo- 
grams, valued at yen 11,800,101, 
including 2}486,037 kilograms, val- 
ued at yen 10,588,755, for ordinary 
dyes and 344,916 kilograms, valued 
at yen 1,211,346, for intermediates 
and others. Official report just re- 
leased from the Ministry for one 
year imports is as follows:

Dr. Adams was graduated from 
Harvard in 1909. He studied for 
a year at the University of Berlin 
and Kaiser Wilhelm Institute un- 
der Prof. R. Willstatter. He re- 
turned to Harvard in 1913 as an 
instructor in organic} chemistry 
and remained until 1916 when he 
was appointed assistant professor 
in organic chemistry at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. In 1918 he was

In 1919 he re- 
turned to the University of Illinois 
as professor of organic chemistry, 
and in 1926 was made head of ,the 
chemistry department, retaining 
his other position.

House Committee on Military Affairs Places Limitations on Bids for 
Plant—Successful Bidder Must Manufacture Fertilizer in Time of 
Peace—Lessee Must Account For Returns From Sale of Power— 
Nitrates to Extent of 40,000 Tons Per Year Must Be Guaranteed, 


or Lease Will Be Forfeited.

Washington, D. C. March 9— 
Muscle Shoals report of House 
Committee on Military Affairs, 


which rejected proposals for dis- 
position of the prosperity as em- 
bodied in two bills pending before 
the committee, urged that unless a 
satisfactory bid is received by the 
time the next Congress convenes 
in December, an effort should be 
made to obtain an operating con- 


tract for fertilizer production at 
Muscle Shoals, and in default of 
that the House Military Affairs 


Committee should consider opera- 
tion of Muscle Shoals by a Gov- 
ernment corporation. 

The Committee also agreed that 
the Federal Power Commission 
should not grant a preliminary per- 
mit at Cove Creek, or at any other 
point affecting the Muscle Shoals 
project, until after expiration of 
next session of Congress, and it 
requested the Secretary of War to 
allot funds for a preliminary sur- 
vey of the Cove Creek dam propo- 
sal. 


Limitations placed on the 
Muscle Shoals proposals follow: 
“1. That the property shall at 


all times be subject to the absolute 


right and control of the Govern- 
ment for the production of nit- 
rates or other ammunition com- 


ponents of munitions of war, and 
that Nitrate Plant No. 2 must be 
kept available therefor by the pur- 


chasers, lessees, or users of the 
property. 
“2. That the purchasers, lessees, 


or users of the property shall be 
obligated in the strictest terms to 
the manufacture and sale to the 


public of fertilizers in time lof 
peace. 

“3. That any proposal for the 
purchase, lease or use of the 
Muscle Shoals property of the 
United States Government must 
be for the entire property except 


the so-called Gorgas plant and the 
transmission line therefrom. 


“4. In the consideration of any 
offers for Muscle Shoals that it 
be a pre-requisite that such offer 


contain a stipulation that the tes 
see, operating agency, or owner, 
as the .case may be, be required 


to return to, or account for, to the 


Government, either in cash or by 


way of reduction in the price of 
the fertilizer manufactured, the 
profits from the sale of power 


which would have been used in the 
manufacture of fertilizer in case 
there .had been no discontinuance 


in the manufacture thereof; that 
the manufacture of fertilizer may 
be discontinued only when there 


shall be such excess accumulation 
of fertilizer stocks as shall be in 
excess of the reasonable or pros- 
pective demands for such fertilizer, 
and such manufacture shall be re- 
sumed upon reduction to a reason- 
able degree of such accumulated 
stock of fertilizer. 

“5. That any bid must contain 
a provision for the forfeiture of the 
power rights and fertilizer provi- 
sions if there is any failure to pro- 
duce nitrates in the amount of at 
least 40,000 tons per year.  Pro- 
vided, That such forfeiture as may 
not be due to the neglect, miscon- 
duct, or fault of the lessee shall 
not include the loss of the reason- 
able .value of the property at the 
time of the forfeiture but the lessee 
shall be reimbursed by the Govern- 
ment for the reasonable value of 
such property then and there .be- 
longing to the lessee and essential 
to the operation of the plants.”

Coal tar colors imported artter 
Sept. 21, 1922, and prior to Aug. 14, 
1923, according to U. S. Customs 
Court, should have been assessed on 
the basis of actual weight of mer- 
chandise.

Since then, 
more and more of the fertilizer 
business has been done on a strictly 
cash basis but the volume of the im- 
portant producers has suffered in 
the attempt to restrict sales to cash 
customers and price cutting has 
been resorted to for the purpose of 
stimulating purchases and 
ing the small producers.

Unfavorable’ conditions were due 
to cutting down Cuban sugar plant- 
ing and U. S. cotton planting areas. 
Recurrence of the combination of 
unfavorable factors, that are respon- 
sible for the expected poor showmeg 
of American Agricultural in the cur- 
rent year, is not likely. The com- 
pany is in excellent financial condi 
tion and the past few lean years 
have brought an efficiency of opera- 
tion into the company’s plants and 
processes that the profitable pre-war 
years never witnessed.

TEST GASOLINE PATENTS 


Suit of Carbide & Chemical Corp. 
against Texas Co. at Houston, Tex., 
during the last two weeks of Janu- 
ary was tried. Carbide and Carbon 
Chemical Corp. sued Texas Co. for 
violation of Thompson Patent No. 
1,429,175, Thompson Patent No. 
1,523,314, and deBrey Patent No. 
1,465,598. These patents all deal 
with processes for treating natural 
or casing-head gas for production 
of natural gasoline, and refer more 
specifically to treatment of so- 
called wild gasoline by rectification 
in order to lower the vapor tension 
without excessive losses. 


The question was not one of in- 
fringement but rather of validity of 
the patents. Defendant claimed lack 
of invention in applying an old 
chemical engineering process such 
as rectification to this field. The 
decision will probably not be hand- 
ed down until some time in May.

FIXING COAL TAR DUTY 

In suit of Kuttroff, Pickhardt & 
Co. vs. United States, U. S. Court 
of Customs Appeals has held that 
the issue was the value for dutiable 
purposes of an imported coal tar 
product known as Beno Red 12°B. 
The merchandise was appraised at 
$2 per hundred based upon Amer- 
ican selling price of a domestic pro- 
duct. The single general appraiser 
affirmed the appraised value. The 
Board of General Appraisers, agreed 
with the single general appraiser 
as to the correctness of the basis of 
his appraisement, but found the 
value to be $7 per pound. Their 
judgment was reversed by the Court 
of Appeals which held that the 
United States value of the merchan- 
dise should have been determined 
by the single general appraiser and 
accepted as the correct dutiable 
value.

ARGUES NITRITE CASE 


U. S. Supreme Court heard argu- 
ments March 3, in Norwegian Nitro- 
gen Products Co. vs. U. S. Tariff 
Commission. The question is the 
right of the company to obtain ac- 
cess to all information in the posses- 
sion of the commission, relative to 
costs of production gathered in the 
investigation of duties on sodium 
nitrite. The Norwegian Nitrogen 
company, importer, objected to any 
increase in the duty on sodium nit- 
rite and sought to obtain all the 
facts relative to domestic costs of 
production. The commission re- 
fused to furnish the data on the 
ground that cost items were “trade 
secrets.” Marion DeVries, former 
presiding judge of United States 
Court of Customs Appeals, made 
the principal argument on behalf of 
the Norwegian Nitrogen Products 
Co. 





Proposed increased rate on tan- 
ning extract, in carloads, from 
Lynchburg, Va., to Norfolk, Pin- 
ners Point, and Portsmouth, Va., 
proper have not been found justified 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in a decision rendered in 
its investigation in I & S docket No. 
2728. The Commission did find jus- 
tified the proposed increased rates 
on tanning extract, in carloads, from 
Lynchburg and Charlottesville, Va., 
to the same ports for transhipment 
through the Panama Canal to des- 
tinations on the Pacific Coast. 


International Nickel Co. is pro- 
ducing a new grade of electrolytic 
nickel at Port Colborne Works, 
Port Colborne, Ont. The Stanley 
Process, developed by R. C. Stan- 
ley, president International Nickel 
Co., is being used with certain modi- 
fications in the electrolytic opera- 
tion.

found not unreasonable in the past, 
but unreasonable for the future and 
reasonable rates were prescribd.

Water 
softening and purification will be 
discussed by C. P. Hoover, of the 
City Purification Works, Columbus, 
O., and the treatment of trade 
wastes will be dealt with by L. F. 
Warrick, of the Wisconsin State 
Board of Health. Prof. J. R, With- 
row, head of the Chemical Engineer- 
ing Department, Ohio State Uni- 
versity, is in charge of the prepara- 
tion of the Symposium and will 
preside during the sessions. 


Montreal Section of the Society 
of Chemical Industry was addressed 
Feb. 21 by J. H. Hubel, chief chem- 
ist of Canadian Salt Co. Ltd., 
Windsor, Ont. and by D. A. Prit- 
chard, works manager. Mr. Prit- 
chard described the process of pro- 
ducing chlorine, stating that of the 
different cells which might be em- 
ployed in the process his company 
had found the Gibb cell the most 
efficient and economical. Mr. Hubel 
dealt with the various uses to which 
chlorine could be advantageously 
applied, pointing out that the chlor- 
ination of drinking water from pol- 
luted sources had considerably de- 
creased the number of deaths from 
typhoid. In addition to its use as a 
sterilizer, deodorizer, and for manu 
facture of munitions of war, he said 
it was a most important asset in the 
manufacture of white paper. 


Dr. L. Casale has recently taken 
out a patent which describes a new 
process for manufacturing urea. By 
this process, carbon dioxide is 
placed in contact with synthetic am- 
monia immediately after it passes 
the catalysis chamber, with the pur- 
pose of utilizing the thermal and 
volume energy contained in the gas. 
The urea formed is conducted to 
the lower part of the reaction cham- 
ber and cooled as desired. The re- 
action is accelerated by the pres- 
ence of suitable substances in the 
reaction chamber, such as kaolin, 
alumina, silica.
